In the next century, the population shitted dramat- 
ically to urbanized a reas, a nd by 1900, about one in_ 
threeAmericanslivedinacity. 

That proportion has grown with every census since. 
Now, three out of four Americans — 169 of 226 million 
— live in the 305 urban areas of the "coiintry with more 
than 50,000 population. 

The dominant east to west, and north to south 
movements that have been evident in natlonarpopula- 
tion shifts for decades are continuing, too. .Those 
trends .are evident, too, in Idaho and down into 
communities of smaller size,- like Twin Falls, which 
are experiencing steady If not dramatic growth. 

It is tempting to say that such urban data doesn't 
have much relevance to life in Twin Falls, and indeed, 
we'd guess a'falr number of people in the valley are 
living here precisely to avoid the assorted ills of more 
urbanized settings.

Changing a rule of criminal law

A U.S. Embassy qxikesman said another U.S. 
Coast Guard expert was arriving later In the day 
In response to a request for help by officials 
representing Electrlcldad de Caracas, a private 
company that owns the burning power plant .

That Is for pet's sal(e and for those human family 
members, young or old, who Just naturally will want 
to hug and-kiss It, scratch its back-or ring its neck-* 
with a holiday bell.. 

Dr. Barbara Jones, a scientist who recommends 
the delayed delivery, says Christmas Day already Is 
too ovcrioaded with distractions, guaranteeing a less 
than Ideal gct-acqualnted scene for humans, felines 
and canines. 

^"jThe day^fter Christmas Is relatively much more 

calrn?'"sh'e sard',""ahd'gi vcs anlmais andpeoplc of air 
ages time to get the new relationship off on a better 
footing." 

Dr. Jones Is a scientist at the Center for the 
Interaction of Animals and Society, School of Veteri- 
nary Medicine, University of Pennsylvania, 
"Philadelphlar'Among othcr thingsrsdentists there- 
have found having a pet reduces stress and can also 
lQ\v^r blood pressure In hypertensives. 

It has been leamcd'tliat persons'wltli heart trouble 
survive longer Utheyhavea pet. 

Dr. Jones offers these guidelines where small 
children arc concerned: 

•E>on't'lct kids tug tails or cars or stick fingers in 
pet's eyes or mouth. ' 

•Teach kids to carry the pet In both arms, clasping 
securely but not strangling. 
_ "Do nqUet kids throw the pet or drop It. 

For the young pet's "sake, Dr. Jones said it ts-wisc" 
to put a blanket-wrapped, ticking clock in the pet 
bed. The ticking will remind the baby animal — 
probably about 12 weeks old rr of the ticking of Its 
mother's heart. This will ward off separation trauma 
and Inces^nt wccpinR IhrouRh the night.
